THE “WESTERN WORLD” ON 
OUR GOVERNOR, 

The Hon. Joseph Royal, DCLL, 
Lientenant-Governor of the North- 
West Territories of Canada, was boru 
at Repentigny, Quebec Drovinee, in 
1837. y: was educated at the: 
Montreal Colle ‘cc, and at St. MM: wy * 
Montreal. He was called 
to the bar thuebec In [864 and 
te the bar of Maniteba in L37t. He 
was editor of La Monerve in Mon- 
treal from INST to INS He estabe 
lished LOrdre im Ts60. He was 
pthe founder ef the nionthly perils 
‘ieal, La Revae Canadionne, in 1864, 
ito which he remained a contribater, 
| In 1868 he became chief editor of 
| Le Nouveau Monde. Shortly after 
aie arrival in Maniteba in Angust, 
| ISTO, he established Le Me ‘tis, which 
he seld in L832. Hle was elected
